United States army have dropped from 
four to one a week in the pasi year in 
this city is thc statement of ijeifieam 
Thomas Sheerin ol the recruiting sta- 
tion in Boston, who conies to Lowell 
weekly in the performance of his duties 
as an army olllcer. Since an appropri- 
ation, was made a year or two ago io 
increase the enlistments in tho army, 
Sergeant Khccrtn has been visiting the 
local postodice every week but never, 
ho says, have younp men desiring to 
join tiie. army been so scarce as at this 
time. 
This is due undoubtedly to tho con- 


dition of business in this city, both in 
the mills and at the United States Car- 
tridge Co. The army otiiccr says that 
these factories arc employing so many 
young men that but lew are left to 
join the army. 
Every man with whom 


lie has talked this year has admitted 
that he could get work in liiis city 
without any difficulty If he desired. 


Sergeant Sheerin's object in coming 


to Lowell is to bring to the attention 
of young men the facts concerning the 
U. S. army, that they may be informed 
of its ways and as to what a soldier 
is required to do, and also that this 
information may be imparted to those 
who are not familiar with present con- 
ditions and judge the army from what 
they hear from persons who do not 
realize the many changes that have 
taken place in recent years, or from 
those who through, misconduct have 
been put out of the service. 


In order to 
enlist 
through 
Sergt. 


Sheerin onn must be at least 21 years 
of age or have the written consent of 
his parents. Then he is taken to Bps- 
ton and if successful in the 
examina- 


tion Is transferred to New York where 
three months' training is received. Thc 
term of enlistment is seven years, 
but 


only four years of active service is 
required unless at the end of such 
four years' continuous service the sol- 
dier elects to remain in active service. 
The pay is small to start with, but all 
expenses are paid by the government. 


ScTKt. 
Sheerin, 
who 
himself has 


served nearly 30 years in the regular 
army, possesses a thorough knowledge 
of a soldier's life and his 
description 


of it is very good. 
He also carries 


considerable literature which he dis- 
tributes to all applicants and advises 
them to read it before deciding to join 
the army. 
Many young men who apply 
from 


this city, as In all other 
mill cities, 


have lost lingers or parts of their limbs 
in an accident and therefore arc

Mr. Storey had beep, summoned by 


/ the committee in Its inquiry into the 


ftlncss of Mr. Bramlels for the supreme 
court. Senator Walsh told the witness 
that C. W. Barroii of Boston had said 
Brandeis vfau once employed to help 
wreck the New England railroad. 


"I tliink that 
Is true," 
said Mr. 


Storey. lie proceeded to describe the 
New Ivngland as a competitor of the 
New Haven between Boston and New 
York! 
. 


"Shortly before the spring of 1892," 


he said, "th'c New Haven began to har- 
rass the New England, which ran part 
way to New York over the New Haven 
tracks. The New Haven first refused 
to advance freight for the New Eng- 
land. 
It seriously interfered with its 


trains and there was every indication 
that it was the purpose of the New Ha- 
ven road' to destroy the New England. 


"in the spring of J832 Mr. Brandeis 


brought 11 series of ten suits against 
the New England railroad in Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and 
Rhode 
Island. 


He was acting 
ostensibly for N. V. 


Goldsmith; •« 'Boston liquor dealer, and 
small New.England stockholflers 
and 


some associates. The bills 
were de- 


signed toe paralyze the financial oper- 
ations of the.New England road. One 
suit was to prevent the issue of mort- 
gage bonds and another attacked the 
New England's "leases" on 
certain 
branch lines. 


"In the following year the Massa- 


chusetts legislature investigated rela- 
tions of the New Haven and New Eng- 
land roads. 
I conducted the hearing. 


Mr. Brandeis testified there that he was 
counsel in all these suits which im- 
paired the. linances of the New England 
read, forcing It into receiver's hands in 
1893, 
from which it emerged as the 


properly of the New Haven. 


"The suits, while 
brought 
In 
the 


name of Goldsmith, were really brought 
in some other interests. Goldsmith was 
unable to pay the expense of the Suits. 
3t appeal cd'fhat Judge W. J. Kelly of 
New York, now on the New York su- 
preme court bench, was interested I in 
the case. When I asked Mr. Brandeis 
if be made any charges to Goldsmith 
and his associates, he admitted that lie 
did not, and said money was paid to 
him through Judge Kelly. 


"Names of those directly interested 


never were disclosed, hut the result of 
the fight was that the New Haven road 
eventually touk over the property of 
its competitor." 


"It is apparent to mr." said Storey 


"that it was clear to Mr. Brandeis that 
the ostensible parties to the suits were 
not the real parties and that he made 
his charges and took orders from oth- 


- er parties who may have been persons 


or may have been the New Haven. It 
Is impossible for me to understand 
how Mr. Brandeis could file a bill in 
court in the name of persons not his 
clients and not know the purpose to be. 
accomplished. 
Anyway, a 
person 


Is presumed to know the reasonable 
outcome of hia acts." 


The Goldsmith estate, he said, later 


sued Austin Corbin, then president of 
the Long Island railroad, lor the use 
of Goldsmith's name in the suits, and 
that the New Haven paid $20,000 to 
settle. 


Chairman Chilton wanted to know

was 
the 
specific 
complaint 
against Mr. Brandeis. 


Sir. Storey responded that he con- 


sidered it unethical for a lawyer to do 
anything the truth of which would 
prejudice his case In court. 


Senator Chilton suggested that the 


incident look place some twenty years 
ago, but Storey charged that Bran- 
deis had done the same thing in the 
more recent Ballingcr-Pinchcot Inves- 
. tigation.

opinion it has no power or right to In- 
vestigate the courts, and he takes is- 
sue with the opinion of the attorney 
general, which thu commission <motcs. 
lie says he will r.ot permit a further 
examination by a representative of the 
commission until ihc court declares he 
must. 


The Issue will brought before the 


court by the finance commission with 
a view lo compel the clerk to allow the 
investigation. 


In October the clerk permitted three 


young women employes of the commis- 
sion to examine the books of his cilice 
as a matter of courtesy, 
though 
he 


made ft known to the commission that 
he denied its right to make such in- 
quiry. About a month after the youn- 
women finished the work uno'lhr-r ex- 
pert came to make a further investiga- 
tion, and Mr. Campbell refused to al- 
low him to work in the office. 


Jt is contended that the commission 


has a right to investigate tho clerk's 
ofhce under a statute providing for 
such investigation of the financial ami 
other matters of the city of Boston or 
county of Suffolk or any department 
thereof. 
Tho clerk contends tli.it the 


courts are not a department of tho city 
ot^ Boston or tho county of Suffolk. 


The clerk says the county controller 


is empowered and obliged to investi- 
gate bis accounts and he performs that 
duty regularly. 


Mr. Campbell takes the position thut 


it is none of the business of the finance 
commission to pry into the affairs of 
the 
court, 
which, 
he contends, is a 


branch ot the government of the com- 
monwealth and not a mere department 
of the county. 


The 
commission seeks to 
inquire, 


among other things, into the moneys 
deposited by litigant*, under order of 
the- court, and paid back under another 
order.
